May  21.-:-Tlie  death  of 
I.if'ut.-Gen.  .tohn  Laurie,  Q.B.,  onlonpl  nf 
tile  Royal  Munster  Fuslleers  and  of  the 
63rd  Halifax  Rifles  of  Canada,  took 
place  on  Sunday  afternoon,  after  a  long 
illnes.M.  Gen.  Laurie  was  In  his  77th 
year. 


LiGut.-Gen.  .Tohn  Wlmburne  Xaurle. 
C.  B.,  D.C.L..  .r.P..  was  born  In  London 
fn  October  1.  1835.  He  was  appointed 
''nslgn  In  the  2nd  Queen's  Royals  In 
1S53  and  In  1861  he  was  detailed  major 
on  special  service  to  Canada.  In  1854, 
Lieut. -Gen.,  then  ICnslgn.  Laurie,  vol- 
unteered for  service  in  the  Crimea  and 
served  before  Sebastopol,  whore  he 
spent  two  years.  He  was  twice  wound- 
ed and  was  mentioned  In  dispatches 
for  the  repulse  of  two  Russian  sorties 
with  a  very  small  party  of  the  4th 
King's  Own.  He  was  present  at  both 
attacks  on  the  Redan.  l''rom  1861  to 
1881  he  was  inspecting  officer  of  field 
militia  In  Canada.  For  service  during 
the  Ftnlan  Raid,  1866,  he  was  awarded 
both  medal  and  clasp,  in  1S81  he  com- 
manded  ail   expedition   to   the  Transvaal. 

Returning  to  Canada  he  was  appoint- 
ed second  in  command  and  command- 
ant of  base  and  lines  of  communica- 
Uon  during  the  Nortl^esi  Rebellion  In 
1«85.  ^^ 

In  1887  he  wa.«;  elected  to  the  Can- 
adian House  of  Common.s,  representing 
the  constituency  of  Shelhniirne  until 
1891.  LUut.  Oen.  Laurie  was  a  life- 
long Mason  and  ranked  high  In  the 
craft.

While  It  is  possibly  correct  to  say  that 
no  man  about  to  assume  a  public  office 
ever  did  so  under  tpore  favorable  aus- 
pices, when  the  situation  Is  considered 
from  the  standpoint  of  popular  approval 
of  the  appointment,  11  itjay  he  added 
that  %vhen  Mr.  C.  H.  Rust,  late  of  Tor- 
onto, assumes  the  post  of  city  engineer 
tomorrow  he  will  find  an  ideal  environ- 
ment in  respect  to'  absolute  liberty  of 
action. 

This  was  made  Clear  to  the  Colonist 
yesterday  in  an  Interview  which  one 
of  Its  representatives  liad  with  Mayor 
Beckwitli,  who,  on-  being  asked  Just 
what  measure  or  freedom  It  was  pro- 
posed by  the  council  to  extend  to  the 
new  Incumbent,  replied: 

"You  may  say  that  It  Is  my  inten- 
tion— 'and  1  believe  that  of  every  mem- 
ber of  the  board — to  give  Mr.  Rust  an 
absolutely  free  hand  In  every  matter 
appertaining  to  th'e  administration  of 
his  department.  Indeed,  it  was  on  that 
understanding  that  he  was  Induced  to 
accept  the  post.  But  this  does  not 
mean  that  the  city  council  is  going  to 
take  shelter  behind  the  engineer  and 
disclaim  any  responsibility  for  any  mis- 
takes that  may  be  made  during  his 
tenure  of  office.  There  was  a  disposi- 
tion shown  by  a  previous  administration 
to  take  up  an  attitude  of  that  kind;  but 
that  is  not  the  way  I  or  my  colleagues 
look  at  the  matter.  We  have  a  system 
of  responsible  government  in  this  city, 
and  the  people  will  surely  hold  lis 
elected  representatives  resron!?!ble  for 
whatever  occurs  during  our  tenure  of 
office.  We  will  make  no  attempt  to 
shirk   that  responslhlllty. 

"No,  while  the  city  engineer  is  tn  be 
supreme  in  sq.  far  as  the  administration 
of  his  department  Is  concerned,  and 
oVer  all  matters  wnere  he  will  require 
to  act  in  an  executive  capacity,  the 
members  of  the  council  are  'and  must 
always  be  supretnc  in  matters  of  policy 
— that  is  to  say,  while  the  city  cng.- 
neer  will,  of  cour.ie,  be  expected  to  ad- 
\  Iso  the  council  on  questions  of  policy 
where  technical  propositions  are  con- 
cerned, once  that  advice  Is  accepted  the 
council  assumes  full  responsibility  In 
the  matter.  And  If  it  should  develop 
that  mistakes  occur,  the  council  then 
becomes  responsible   for  discovering   the 

weHkiltraM    whK:t»    eilgcriu^rfeu    tiie    uliiiiuer 

and  eliminating  It  from  the  civic  system. 
That  is  my  conception  of  the  relative 
.tur!.'!(llctions  of  the  city  engineer  and 
the   city   council. 

"You  ask  me  what  are  the  Immediate 
big  problems  which  are  likely  fo  engage 
the  attention  of  Mr.  Ru.it.  Well,  I  am 
almost  tempted  to  reply  that  the  first 
liirgp  task  which  should  engage  his  at- 
tention will  be  the  setting  of  his  hou.se 
in  order — the  getting  of  the  various  de- 
nartmonts  under  Ills  control  In  such 
shape  ns  will  be  to  bis  entire  satisfac- 
tion. In  this  he  ".•111  have  the  hearty 
and  sympathetic  support  of  every  mem- 
ber of  tbe  council. 

"But  In  so  far  as  civic  undertakings 
arc  concerned.  I  suppose  the  first  work 
of  large  importance  to  engage  the  at- 
tention of  the  new  city  engineer  will 
h>  that  cf  the  completion  of  the  sewer- 
age Bystem.

MELBOURNE,  May  21.— Mr.  Watt, 
the  premier  of  Victoria,  has  expressed 
his  regret  that  a  dispute  has  arisen  be- 
tween the  states  In  regard  to  the  dlass 
of  immigrants  to  be  attracted  to  Aus- 
tmlia  from  Great  Britain.  New  South 
Wales,  ho  states,  was  offered  a  chance 
to  assist  in  bringing  out  tourists,  but 
she  refused,  and  now,  he  alleges,  she 
is  acting  in  a  way  that  Is  unfair  fa 
Victoria,  "New  South  Wales  Is  not 
playing  the  game  fairly,"  was  the  way 
he   put  It. 

All  the  states  have  been,  acting  in- 
dependently in  the  past,  but  It  was 
hoped  that  Sir  George  Reld,  the  high 
Jm»mmls8lonor  of  the  Commonwealth, 
ii^ould  have  taken  over  the  work  of 
despatching  immigrants  from  Great 
Britain  to  the  various  slates.  In  this 
w«y  each  state  would  have  had  a  fair 
share  of  immigrants  who  left  Great 
Britain  and  a  more  satl.sfactory  ar- 
rangement perfected. 

As  it  is  now.  New  South  Wales  and 
Victoria  are  competing  with  one  an- 
other, not  only  In  Great  Britain,  but  in 
thf  United  States.

She  deplored  the 
tendency  among  parents  to  leave  their 
children  to  find  their  own  amusements 
and  make  their  own  friends,  and,  still 
rnore,  allowing  them  at  aa  early  au'.age 
as  13,  to  begin  earning  money  'by  '>york 
<5iirrotindoci  by  temptations 

Bellnquincy,  the  report  i  ii-i.  was 
usueUy  the  result  of  truancy,  and  they 
had  made  good  use  of  the  co-operation 
of' the  truant  officer,  Mr.  Edward.?. 
Twenty-one  cases  had  been  entrusted  to 
the  society  by  the  juvenile  court.  Ten 
babies  have  been  adopted  Into  good 
homes.  Fifty  had  been  sheltered  in  the 
detention  home  for  a  time,'  anrd'  the 
rest  had  remained  .  at  homo  under 
changed  conditions.  Since  the  cstaA)- 
llshmcnt  of  the  Jtivenllo  court  sixteen 
months  as*  thirty  boys  ha-d  been  al- 
lowed out  on  parole,  ten  had  been  sent 
to  tile  delinquent  home,  three  to  the  In- 
dustrial school  and  two  honorably  dis- 
charged. The  chief  offenses  was  steal- 
ing. Arrangements  had  been  made  to 
make  the  swimming  contest  day  the 
date  on  which  to  collect  at  the  Gorge 
Tor  ttitj  fiinuB  of  tlie  society. 
Kfew    Home    Proposed 

The  treasurer's  report  allowed  a  bal- 
ance to   the  credit  of   the   society. 

The  report  of  the  matron  of  the  de- 
tention home,  Mrs.  Spofford.  recounted 
thp  history  of  the  home  fi-om  its  found- 
ation two  years  ago  throuRh  the  efforts 
of  Mr.  Hayward  and  Mrs.  Grant.  It 
went  on  to  outline  the  daliv  routine 
practised  which  kept  everyone  busy 
and  taught  the  inmates  to  do  all  work 
for  themselves.  The  co-operation  of 
Miss  Patterson  and  her  staff  was  grate- 
fully acknoiX'lodged,  as  were  the  trentn 
arranged  for  the  children  by  Mr.  Mc- 
Intyre,  Mrt?.  R.  .^.  Day  and  Mrs.  Old- 
field.  This  report  corroborated  that  of 
the  chairman  that  the  work  had  out- 
grown   their    present    quarters. 

Speoi'iies  were  made  by  Bishop  Mac- 
Donald,  AUlermen  ^jilworth  and  Porter 
and  Mrs.  Day,  and  then  the  Rev.  W. 
Leslie  Clay  moved  that  the  executive 
body  bo  Instructed  to  draw  up  a  scheme 
for  the  procuring  of  a  new  permanent 
home  and  then  to  approach  the  city 
council  for  their  co-operation  and  fin- 
ancial assistance.

AN Afigrt  1ST  LEADER 

Three    Months'    Imprisonment   Voi   Oe- 
fftinatory   Iiibel 


LONDON.  May  21.— Enrico'  Malatcs- 
ta,  the  leading  n^lltan|t  {^mb^^c^t  iu 
England,  who  has  long  .be<^i||ppAent 
of  London,  was  yesterday  wWMttOiBd  to 
three  months'  Imprlsohmept,  and  , .  rt- 
fO|pniended  for  deportation  as  an  un- 
^iii|Irahle  alien  on  a  charge  of  publlsh- 
i^liE  a  defamatory  libel  concerning  an 
tll(3laia  named  Enrico  BellelU,  also"  a 
resident  of  Ijondon,  ^who  Malattsta 
suggested- ■was  an  Jtalfan  police  spy. 

A  Scotland  Tard,  official  s.ald  the 
prisoner  was  a  very ,  dangerous  anarch- 
ist, in  fact,; a  leade^'  of  the  anarchists 
of  the  world.  He  had  been  Imprisoned 
in  Italy,  expfelled  from  France  and  vis- 
ited Egypt,  Spain.  Portugal  and  Amer- 
ica In  the  interests  of  anarchy,  ^here- 
ever  he  went  he  caused  trouble.  The 
det;ectivfc'  mentlonied '  Malatesta  In  con- 
nection .with  the  Houndsditch  assas- 
sins,;  saying  he  sold  to  them  chemicals 
used  on  the  occasion  of  the  outrage. 

The  prisoner's  counsel  said  MalatcS- 
ta  was  an  Italian  count  who  had  re- 
signed aU  his  property  for  tht'  pur- 
pose of  his  propaganda. 

PrlAce  Verlan  Tcherksoff,  who  afl- 
mlt.ted  also  that  he  was  an  anarchist, 
gave  evidence  on  Malatesta's  behalf. 
Hf  said  the  prisoner  was  an  Intimate 
friend  of  Prince  Kfapotkln, 
.  Malateata.  smiled  aardonjcally  whrn 
he  heard  the  sentence.  "The  anarciiist 
leader  has  thrcfi  sentencf s  .,r  .m-iUi 
hanging  over  him.

The 
position  taken  by  the  Mayor  is  alto- 
scther  admirable,  ai^d  will  meet  with 
lUe  h^u^  *s^pro■^nii  ot  the  -citUenm, 
That  the  Engineer's  authority  In  ex- 
ecu|Wj$,i^|,terjs, should  be  unilueBtioned 
ri li^tfJMlMllli'jiJi  without  sa^ni^_«|ind,; 
although  "in  the  case  ol  the  outgoing 
Knglneer  this  was  admitted,  there  were 
times  when  he  was  not  permlt^ted  to 
exercise  it,  not  so  much  by  direct  lnter« 
lerence  as  toy  a  system  of  naggingi 
which  was  even  more  objectionable.  If 
y\v.  liusi  i.s  fit  for  the  position  to 
which  lie  lias  been  appointed,  he  te 
clearly  not  an  official  to  whom  mem- 
J^er^  ;flf  the  Alderma^^^  Board  ^shoiild 
diptate,  for  not  one  of  them  will  pre- 
tend that  he  himself  is  fit  for  it.  We 
are  employing  Mr.  Rust  tis  an  expert 
of  experience,  and  if  we  are  to  have 
the  benefit  of  the  qualities  which  he 
possesses  in  a  very  high  degree  he  must 
be  left  free  from  Interference  in  the 
discharge  of  his  duty. 

The  Mayor  very  properly  says  that 
this  freedom  of  action  on  the  part  of 
the  Engineer  will  not  Tellevc  the  Aider- 
manic  Board -of  Its  responsiblilty  In  re- 
spect to  matters  of  policy.  The  citi- 
zens will  continue  to  look  to  the  elect- 
ive body  to  decide  what  things  ought 
to  be  done  in  the  way  Of  publifi  work^. 
Tljey  will  expect  the  Council  to  avail 
Itself  of  the  advice  ot  the  Engineer, 
but  not  to  shelter  themselves  behind  it. 
The  citizens  will  hope  that  under  \^ 
view  rcsiine  a  plain  line  of  denuircatWn 
will  be  drawn  between  matters  of 
policy  and  executive  acts.  If  this  is 
done,  the  city  will  be  greatly  benefited. 

In  respect  to  the  work  which  Mr. 
Rust  will  have  to  take  in  hand  on  his 
arrival,  we  are  Inclined  to  think  the 
Mayor  is  right  when  he  gives  "setting 
his  house  in  order"  the  leading  place. 
We  do  not  wish  to  be  thought  to  be 
finding  fault  with  anyone  in  particula.r 
when  we  say  that  to  the  casual  observ- 
er the  condition  of  public  works  in  the 
city  seems  to  exhibit  evidence  of.  the 
ncce!<»ily  for  someone  to  set  things  in 
order.  No  good  would  come  of  inquir- 
ing why  this  is  the  case;  it  is  enough 
to  kno-.v  that  one  of  Mr.  Rust's  duties 
will  be  to  bring  order  out  of  chaos.  We 
may  add  an  expression  of  opinion  to 
the  effect  that  Mayor  Beckwlth  and 
the  .Mdermanic  Board  generally  have 
«hown  every  desire  to  deal  with  muni- 
cipal matters  in  a  business-like  way, 
and  that  they  have  so  far  given  the  city 
a    very    .satisfactory    ailmlnistratlon. 

mt.   SCOTT'S   TOTTB 

The  report  wliifh  Mr.  Scott,  Deputy 
Minister  of  AgrlcuVtiirc,  makes  of  his 
visit  to  parts  of  the  more  northerly 
portion  of  Brltisli  Columbia,  is  exceed- 
ingly Interesting  and  confirms  what  the 
Colonist  has  said  from  time  to  timo 
about  this  great  unoccupied  area.  It 
also  justiiiea  iiic  opliiioii  that  Xhe  area 
111  this  province  suitable  for  agricul- 
ture Is  very  much  larRcr  than  has 
generally  been  ysupposed.  The  earlier 
settlers  in  British  Columbia  were  dis- 
posed to  doubt  if  it  had  any  agricul- 
tural land  worth  talking  about.  Then, 
when  the  value  of  the  region  in  the 
southern  part  of  Vancouver  Island  and 
the  lower  part  of  the  Fraser  valley  was 
demonsti-ated,  an  idea  becnmo  general 
to  the  effect  that  oulsidp  of  these 
specially  favored  localities  there  was 
little  or  no  land  worthy  of  considera- 
tion, rt  is  not  many  years  since  onp  of 
The  leading  public  mr-'\  nf  *hp  province 
declared  that  there  was  nO  la"<l  on  Van- 
couver Island,  except  that  already  oc- 
cupied, suitable  for  settlement.  Most 
persons  believed  that  ihe  dry  belt  was 
useless  for  any  other  purpose  than  to 
produce  bunch-grass,  «age-brush  and 
luttlesnakes.  When  Mr.  Poudrler  rc- 
iit.  led    Uittt    there    might    be    a    million 


acreti  of  farming  land  In  the  Nechaco 
\  alley  the  government  of  tlie  day  took 
caro  to  discount  his  statements  more 
than  seventy-five  per  cent.  No  one 
tlioug-ht  the  Skeena  and  Naas  valleys 
wtre  worthy  of  the  least  conslderiition 
fiom  the  standpoint  of  the  farmer  only 
a  very  few  years  ago. 

We  are  discovering  a  new  British 
Columbia  almost  dally.  We  have  learn- 
ed that  on  Vancouver  Island  there  are 
many  large  areas  admirably  adapted 
for  settlement.  We  have  learned  that 
the  dry-belt  can  be  made  Into  proflt- 
aiile  fruit  farms.  We  have  learned  that 
In  the  "sea  of  mountains"  there  are 
valleys  and  nlllsides  ot  surpussing  fer- 
tility. We  have  learned  that  Mr.  Poud- 
rler greatly  under-estimated  the  acre- 
age of  arable  land  in  the  Nechaco  val- 
ley. Now  comes  Mr.  Scott  and  tells  us 
of  room  for  thousands  of  settlers  on* 
soil  of  the  highest  fertility  In  a  region 
where  there  Is  as  yet  scarcely  a  white 
man.  And  the  amazing  thing  about 
thir.  is  that  this  admirable  land  is  not 
far  from  tbe  aea  and  easy  of  access  to 
all  who  desire  to  reach  it.

It  seems  wise  to  a  cer- 
tain number  Of  United,  States  repres- 
entatives ,  to  prevent  railway  companies 
from  running  steamship  lines.  Why 
this  should  be  thought  to  be  desirable^ 
is  not  very  clear,  tiut  It  Is  8ui*prising 
how  inany  people 'seem  disposed  to  acr 
cept  that  view.  Hence  the  Adainson 
Bill,  seems  to  have  been  intro- 
duced without  any  thought  as  to  what 
it  would  mean.  That  the  United  States 
has  no  right  under  its  treaty  obliga- 
tions to  pass  any  such  law  is  beyond 
all  question,  but,  unfortunately.  Con- 
gress has  never  exhibited  any  very  keen 
desire  to  respect  the  provisions  of 
treaties. 

If  the  Bill  should  become  law  it 
would  have  some  very  unexpected  ef- 
fects. For  example.  It  wolUd  prevent 
the  Canadian  Pacific  ateainfirs,  or  the 
Grand  Trunk  Pacific  steamers  from 
running  to  Seattle.

At  the  Methodist  Conference  there

tlonal  colleges.  Apropos  of  this  subject 
reference  may  be  made  to  a  discussion 
which  took  place  In  the  Lower  House 
(if  till'  (Convocation  of  Canterbury  held 
eariy   \n    the  present   month. 

The  Archdeacon  of  Ely  mpved  a  reso- 
lution regretting  the  proposal  to  open 
Divinity  degrees  at  Oxford  and  (,'am- 
brldgo  to  laymen  Irrespective  of  their 
belief  or  disbelief  In  Christianity,  and 
proposing  that  these  degrees  should  he 
eligible  to  the  rei;ognlzed  ministers  of 
any  Christian  denomination-  He  de- 
t;1arert  his  opinion  to  he  that  the  de- 
grees are  only  of  academic  and  social 
value  an,i  that  hy  admitting  Noncon- 
form l."its  to  them  "would  be  only  to 
recognize  the  worth  end  learning  of 
many  minister^  not  connected  with  the 
Estahllshed  Church."  The  next  speaker 
was  the  Dean  of  .St.  Paul's,  who  said: 
"thut  the  Divinity  professors  of  both 
Universities  re.a;ardrd  the  matter  as  one 
of  mere  Justice.  It  was  not  pleasant 
for  Doctors  of  Divinity  to  walk  In 
front  of  men  more  learned  ,than  thcm- 
selve.-!!  merely  because  these  men  were 
not  In  Anglican  Oidcrs.  It  might  seem

The  crew  of 
the  ves.sel   is  making  ready   to  depart.     • 

The  Shearwater  was  proceeding  from 
Acapulco  to  Guatemala  following  the 
outbreak  there  man.v  months  ago  when 
«he  dropped  her  propeller  off  the  Mexi- 
can coas-t.  The  warship  ■was  sailed  to 
Acapulco  and  H.  M.  S.  Algerine,  yrhich 
had  reached  San  Francisco  en  route 
homo  to  Esquimalt.  'was  ordered  south 
to  4ow  the  vessel  north.  Some  gallant 
work  was  done  by  J.  H.  Llngane,  ship- 
wright of  the  Shearwater,  when  the 
accident  took  place.  Notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  shaj-ks  Infested  the  waters 
he  was  lowered  overside  and  boarded 
up  the  open  space  where  the  tail  shaft 
and  propeller  had  dropped  away,  while 
cotnrades  stood  with  rifles  In  hand  at 
the  vessel's  side  to  keep  guard  against 
sharks  attacking  the  intrepid  carpenter. 
A  report  concerning  his  brilliant  work 
was   forwarded    to   the   Admiralty. 

The  .  Shearwater  reached  Acapulco 
safely  under  sail  and  awaited  the  ar- 
rival of  the  Algerlne.  When  that  ves- 
sel took  her  sister  sloop  ^n  tow  both 
vessels  encountered  '  a  heavy  storm  off 
the  Mexican  coast.  As  a  result,  the 
tow  line  parted  and  the  Algerlne  had  to 
leave  the  Shearwater  derelict  to  make 
.«;all  and  weal  her  the  .storm  a?  best  she 
could  while  she  made  for  shelter  at 
San  Quentln.-  Returning  to  sea  the  fol- 
lowing day  the  Algerlne.  made  search 
for  the  Shearwater  and  all  night  the 
searchlights  were  kept  going. 

The  Shearwater  was  finally  located 
and  new  towing  lines,  bridled  around 
the  Algerlne.  were  made  fast  and  the 
tew  again  started.  For  four  days 
heavy  weather  prevailed  and  the  haw- 
sers threatened  to  part,  but  the  Alger- 
lne weathered  the  gale  with  her  tow, 
and  final Ij'  reached  San  Pedro  with  her 
coal  practically  exhausted.  The  Shear- 
water Was  taken  to  San  Francisco  end 
Commander  Vivian  made  arrangemciits 
for  repairs  there.  A  new  tail  shaft  and 
propeller  was  Installed  and  an  overhaul 
was  carried  out,  the  whole  work  cost- 
ing Jl 5,000.  The  vessetl  made  a  quick 
run  to  Esquimau,  arriving  there  yester- 
day  morning.

The  almost  unprecedentedly  rapid  rise 
in  prices  which  has  been  in  progress 
sfnce  about  July  last  scored  anotl»er 
point  in  advance  last  month  according 
to  the  latest  estimate  of  the  depart- 
ment of  labor.  This  was  lai-gely  duo 
lo  the  effect  upon  the  general  level  of 
the  strengthening  in  price  of  cattle  and 
hogs  and  their  products  which  took' 
place  In  April.  Grains  also  were  ui) ward 
while  some  of  the  metals,  notably  cop- 
per, tin,  and  spelter,  developed  great 
strength.  Raw  cotton,  raw  rubber,  coal, 
and  coke  are  amoJ^g  the  important  ar- 
ticles now  moving  upward.  On  the  other 
hand,  dairy  products  were  generally 
weaker,  from  seasonal  causes.  The  final 
effect  Is  summed  up  In  the  statement 
that  the  department's  Index  number 
moved  up  during  the  past  month  from 
134. L'  to  135.*.  Last  year  at  this  time  It 
stood  at  126.4.  These  numbers,  it  is  to 
be  understood,  are  percentages  of  the 
general  level  of  prices  throughout  the 
last  decade  of  the  last  centui-y,  the  per- 
iod .^elected  by  the  department  as  the 
.standard  for  comparison  In  Its  measure- 
ment of  price  fluctations. 

Zncraaaa  in  the  Strike  Record 
As  is  usual  at  this  period  of  the  year, 
the  number  of  labor  disputes  In  exist- 
ence has  recently  Increased,  In  connec- 
tion with  the  settlement  of  wages 
.schedules  for  the  coming  season  of  ac- 
tivity. There  were  nineteen  strikes  re- 
ported to  tlie  department  of  labor  in 
-Vprll,  being  five  more  than  In  March, 
and  five  more  than  In  April.  1911.  About 
50  firms  and  6,000.  employees  were  In- 
volved, the  loss  of  time  being  estimated 
as  in  the  neighborhood  of  150,000  work- 
ing days.  The  only  Important  new  dis- 
turbance however,  wa.s  that  of  railway 
construction  hand.s  In  British  Columbia. 
On  the  whole,  the  situation  from  the 
standpoint  of  working  time  lost  has  been 
more  favorable  than  last  year.  Only 
eleven  dl.sputes  were  reported  unsettled 
at.. the  end  of  the  month. 

xnanatnai  Acciaenta 
There  was  a  larger  return  of  indus- 
trial accidents  to  the  department  of  la- 
bor during  April  than  In  the  preceding 
month  or  in  the  same  month  of  the  pre- 
ceding year.  Altogether  62  workmen 
lost  their  lives  and  227  were  seriously 
injured.  The  record  of  fatal  acidents 
was  favorable,  there  being  28  fewer 
fatalities  recorded  th^n  In  March  and 
17  le.=s  than  In  April,  1911.  The  number 
of  non-fatal  accidents,  however,  was  45 
more  than  In  Mai-ch  and  106  more  than 
In  April,  1911.  The  only  disaster  of 
the  month  involving  the  death  of  more 
than  one  workman  occurred  on  con- 
struction work  at  Callender.  Ont.,  on  the 
line  of  the  Canadian  Northern  railway, 
where  two  men  wei-e  killed  by  flying 
rock   during  bla.stln.g  operations.

VAiXCOUVER,  May  21.— The  mys- 
terious disappearance  ot  registered 
mallfrpm  the  Vancouver  post  omcc 
during  the  past,  six  weeks  Avas  cleared 
UP  this  morning  when  two  aeco>-_Utr 
ters  were  found  on  the  person  of  \^ .  J. 
Kelst,  a  dispatch  clerk.  He  was  Im- 
medlatelv  arrested  and  arraigned  be- 
fore Magistrate  Shaw  in  the  police 
court  before  whom  he  pleaded  guilty. 
From'  the  time  of  Kclsfs  detection  till 
he  entered  his  plea  In  court  ibut  a 
couple  of  hours  elapsed.  He  will  be 
sentenced  tomorrow.  The  minimum 
sentence  for  the  theft  of  money  from 
the  mails  is  three  years'  imprisonment, 
and  the  maximum  a  life  term  in  the 
penitentiary. 

Kelst  was  arrested  on  information 
laid  bv  John  R.  Greenlleld.  post  office 
inspector.  The  sum  of  $147.70  was 
found  in  Kelsfs  possession.  Ihe  total 
of  the  losses  due  to  Koisfs  thefts  haa 
ji„.  ..„j  })ccn  asf^ertfiinod  but  post  of- 
fice offlcials'do  not  think  he  managed 
to  make  away  with  more  than   JJOO. 

Keist  had  been  a  trusted  cmiiluyee 
of  the  post  office  for  six  years.  He  Is 
•■(  yrars  of  age,  unma^Tled  and  lives 
uitri  his  mother  a;  h-r  rt^^l<lera;e  on 
Fifth  avenue  West. 

Mr.  Grenlield  stated  this  nu-rning 
that  during  the  .past  six  weeks  a  miin- 
hCT  of  complaints  of  the  loss  of  mall 
containing  numey  were  received  by 
him.  l-'y  a  protjess  of  aiiulysl'j  and 
elimination  it  was  possible  to  narrow 
down  the  Inuulry  to  half-a-dozen  men 
in  the  Vancouver  iiosl  office.  Three 
decoy  letters  were  then  sent  out,  each 
cuntiilnlng  $3.25  and  adressed  to  Ta- 
cama.  one  of  these  went  through,  but 
two  others  which  passed  through 
Kelst's  hands  wore  n.,t  aceountcd  for.

Something 
struck  my  head,  but  I  regained  sulli- 
clent  con.sciousnea8  to  grab  a  piece  of 
floating  wreckage  and  in  a  few  min- 
utes I  was  thrown  heavily  on  the 
beach. 

"I  scrambled  to  my  feet  and  turned 
to  look  for  my  companions.  Karl 
Westerlund,  bruised  and  bleeding,  was 
washed  ashore.  He  was  able  to  g^t 
on  his  feet  and  ran  with  m©  a  short 
distance  to  where  we  saw  Caipt.  Peter- 
son clinging  to  some  wreckage.  As  a 
huge  roller  set  him  in  toward  shore,  I 
grabbed  him,  but  a  wave  knocked  me 
down  and  carried  him  out.

"Westerlunrt  and  I  wandered  up  and 
down  the  beach  looking  for  8<jme  of 
the  others.

"Neither  Westerlund  nor  I  had  any

Ocean  Park  Property 

The  report  of  the  Ocean  Park  com- 
mittee was  brought  in  as  a  clause  Of 
the  church  property  report  by  its  secre- 
tary, Mr.  R,  G.  Clarke,  of  Vancocver. 
This  dealt  with  property  owned  by  the 
Methodist  church  for  Chautauqua  pur- 
poses at  Ocean  Park,  near  Vancouver. 
Certain  parts  of  this  have  been  sub- 
divided into  lots  and  sold  to  residents 
on  a  ninety-nine  years  lea-se.  The  pro- 
perty also  includes  two  park  reserves 
of  20  and  30  acres  in  extent  The 
trustees  are  Rev.  R.  K.  StIUman  and 
Mr.  E.  W.  Leeson,  of  Vancouver.  The 
proposal  made  in  the  "report  was  to 
transfer  the  estate  to  a  board  Of 
trustees  and   then   to  develop  tlie  park. 

It  1.S  suggested  that  half  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale  of  the  lots  should  be 
devoted  to  the  maintenance  fund  of  the 
property/  which  contains  ^.three  quar- 
ters of  a  mile  of  water  frontage  with 
a  railway  track  In  front.  Twelve 
months  ago  the  trustees  refused  |60,000 
for  the  pioporty,  which  is  now  said  to 
be    worth    200,000. 

Rev.  R.  Xrwion  Rowell  suggested 
that  the  property  should  be  used  as  a 
summer  resort  specially  conducted  un- 
der Christian  auspices,  a  kind  of  Can- 
adian Chatauqua,  or  summer  school, 
where  mothers  colild  bring  their  chil- 
dren, knowing  they  could. anticipate  only 
lite  boot  iiifiUfciii-ea-.  It  was  alau  su«- 
gested  that  a  frame  church  hu"t;lng 
should  be  built  there.  Tt  was  finally 
decided  that  a  committee  should  be  no- 
pointed  to  meet  the  two  truate^u  in  the 
matter. 

The  conference  decided  to  adopt  the 
JIar\ard  system  of  billeting,  which 
mean.s  that  in  future  delegates  to  con- 
ferepce  wiU  be  expected  to  provld»»  their 
own  meals,,  receiving  only  their  lodg- 
ing from  their  hostesses.  The  blUetlnf? 
committee  will  be  considered  rospo»a- 
ible  for  the  procuring  of  board. 

A  report  of  the  laymen's  association, 
which  included  a  number  of  recom- 
mendations, was  presented  by  the 
cliuirmat),    .Mr.    Go".    Bell,    of   Victoria. 

Appreciate   the    Visit 

During  the  afternoon  a  resolution  of 
appreciation  of  the  vliilt  of  the  gen- 
eral superintendent,  and  an  expression 
oif  gratitude  to  Providence  that  had  pre- 
served him  all  these  years  to  the  Meth- 
odist church,  was  moved  by  Rev.  A.  JI. 
f-anford  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Wm.  Jfan- 
son,  M.  P.  P.'  Invitations  were  received 
from  Prince  Rupert,  Kamloops  and 
Wesley  church,  Vancouver,  to  hold  the 
annual  conference  there  next  year,  but 
tlio  matter  was  left  over  for  further 
conslfleratlon. 

Rev.  Dr.  Carman  .spoke  of  the  work 
of  the  stationing  committee  and  led 
conference  in  prayer  that  they  might 
receive  the  divine  guidance  In  "their  de- 
liberations. The  educational  commit- 
tee reported,  as  did  aiso  the  sustenta- 
t!on  committee  and  others.  Resolutions 
of  appreciation  of  the  services  of  Rev. 
T.  K.  I-IoUing,  of  this  city,  and  Rev.  C. 
W.  Brown,  of  New  Westminster,  both 
of  whom  are  leaving  the  conference.

where  there  Is  no  possible  privacy, 
where  liquor  Is  frequently  given  them 
and   general   demoralization    takes   place: 

We  recommend  that  a  committee 
consisting  of  Dr.  Moore  and  the  presid- 
ent of  conference  wait  upon  the  several 
steamship  companies  and  try  to  have 
this  evil   remedied. 

2.  Whereas,  before  the  advent  of 
white  men  a  stringent  marriage  law 
prevailed  among  IndUint:,  which  has 
been  largely  set  aside  and  froquantly, 
on  slight  provocation,  or  no  provooa- 
tlon  at  all,  men  desert  their  wlv«s  and 
take  up  with  oth«r  women.  WBftii  niia 
also.

We  recommend  that  this  conference 
express  its  most  earnest  protest 
against  the  granting  of  two  charter.-* 
by  the  federal  government  during  the 
past  year  to  racing  track  associations, 
which  have  granted  the  very  widest 
■privileges  to  these  associations,  not 
only  In  the  number  of  tracks,  but  also 
in  the  operation  of  the  same.  We  be- 
lieve that  all  applications  for  such 
charters,  together  with  the  privileges 
applied  for,  should  be  made  public  be- 
fore any  such  charter  is  granted;  and, 
inasmuch  as  no  public  notice  %vaa  given 
with  regard  to  the  two  charters  recent- 
ly granted;  we  reqiieat  the  government 
to  reconsider  these  applications  and 
give  opportunity  for  the  presentation  of 
reasons  against  their  being  granted. 
We  recommend  that  this  conference 
express  its  very  urgent  request  that 
tlie  authorities  shall  strictly  enforce  the 
provisions  of  the  criminal  code  with  re- 
gard to  gambling,  especially  a^inst  the 
throwing  of  dice  for  cigars,-,' etc,  the 
pool  selling  and  "bookmaking  .*at  race 
meets,  the  betting  at  athletic  events 
and  such  other  forms  of  gatnbling  as 
are  publicly  practised. 

Your  committee  is  greatly  re.loiced  to 
learn  of  the  action  of  the  authorities  In 
a  number  of  the  centres  of  population," 
which  has  resulted  In  the  cleansing  of 
these  communities  of  the  segregated 
districts  of  social  vice.  We  earnestly 
recommend  that  in  every  part  of  the 
province  unceasing  effmi-  l.c  imt  forth 
for'  the  enforcenifcui.  •■."  •',.■  .rimlnal 
code  with  regard  to  unchastlty  in  every 
form. 

All  the  recommendations  were  passed 
by  conference  with  the  exception  of 
that  regardnlg  militarism,  which  was 
referred  back  to  be  rewritten,  as  the 
conference  was  dissatisfied  with  the 
way  In  which  It  was  presented.  Tlie 
members  thought  the  proper  distinction 
was  not  made  between  national  defense 
and    aggressive    militarism. 

Dr.  Carman  also  questioned  If  there 
really  had  been  Inaugurated  a  vigorous 
policy  for  the  revival  of  the  military 
spirit  In  Canada.
